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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that Seine's invention does 
not discloses selecting a service procedure based on calculated age of the print head is not persuasive. Applicant's own disclosure and 
dependent claims 9 and 18 show that the age of the head is actually calculated by the volume of ink expelled or number of previous 
service procedure. Therefore age is equivalent to use. Refer to column 3; line 47-49, Seino discloses that the ink capacity and number of 
times maintenance and the degree of each maintenance have been storage in the storage, and based on these information in the 
storage, the suction is execute. Furthermore, Hanabusa et el teaches an integral head, so if a cartridge and the head are an integral 
part, then the age of the cartridge is also an age of the print head because they are in one unit. Therefore, Seino and Hanabusa still 
meets the limitation of the claim. 
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
